REMARKS 



Claims 1-18 are pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration. The 
remaining independent claims are claims 1 and 8. 

By the foregoing amendments, claims 1, 2, 3, 8, 15 and 17 are sought to be amended. 
These changes are believed not to introduce new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. 
The claims have been amended merely to clarify the claims and expedite the prosecution of the 
application, not to overcome any cited references.
